To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

We  submit  the  following  report  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

After  38  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  Town  and  its  people,  Fire  Chief 
Charles  H.  Lampard  was  retired  from  the  Fire  Department  on  September  23,  1955. 
He  served  in  the  capacity  of  chief  of  the  department  for  16  years  and  through  his 
diligent  efforts,  Swampscott  was  justly  proud  of  its  excellent  fire  fighters.  The  Board 
extended  its  commendation  to  Mr.  Lampard  upon  his  retirement  and  wished  him 
every  happiness  in  future  years. 

On  September  23,  1955,  Deputy  Chief  Walter  M.  Champion,  Jr.,  top  man  on 
the  Civil  Service  list,  was  appointed  Fire  Chief  by  the  Board. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1954  authorized  the  purchase  of  two,  new  750 
gallon  pumpers  for  the  Fire  Department  and  this  equipment  manufactured  by  the 
Maxim  Motor  Company,  Middleboro,  Mass.,  was  delivered  to  the  Department  in 
the  spring  of  1955  to  replace  outmoded  equipment. 

The  Special  Committee  authorized  by  the  Town  Meeting  to  study  the  need  of 
a  new  Central  Fire  Station  is  at  present  actively  engaged  in  determining  a  possible 
location  for  such  a  building  to  replace  the  present  one  which  was  constructed  in 
1891. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  of  December  19,  1955,  voted  to  establish  the 
number  of  Reserve  Police  at  seven  instead  of  five  as  at  present  and  the  Board  will 
take  necessary  steps  to  appoint  two  more  Reserves  from  the  Civil  Service  list  during 
1956  thus  a  proper  organizational  balance  between  Regulars,  Reserves,  and  Specials 
now  performing  Police  work  will  be  maintained. 

At  the  request  of  many  Townspeople,  the  Board  sponsored  an  article  in  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  June  27,  1955  to  see  if  the  Town  would  authorize  funds 
in  order  that  the  Board  might  appoint  women  to  act  as  Special  Police  Officers  in 
the  Police  Department  and  assist  in  the  control  of  traffic  in  the  school  areas  during 
school  hours.  Having  received  approval  from  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  ap- 
pointed thirteen  women  as  Special  Police  Officers  on  September  1,  1955  and  has 
received  many  favorable  comments  on  the  splendid  work  these  smartly  uniformed 
policewomen  have  been  performing.  The  Board  believes  these  women  have  done 
much  to  control  traffic  in  heavily  congested  school  areas  and  that  they  are  a  definite 
credit  to  the  Town. 

TRAFFIC  AND  DRIVING  PROBLEMS 

During  1955,  the  Board  continued  its  efforts  to  have  excessive  speeding  on  the 
Town's  streets  reduced  through  periodic  Police  Department  campaigns  and  upon 
recommendations  of  the  Chief  of  Police  further  amendments  to  the  Traffic  Rules 
and  Regulations  were  made  as  required. 

A  traffic  island  constructed  by  the  State  at  the  interesection  of  Franklin  Avenue 
and  Paradise  Road  has  helped  greatly  to  control  the  traffic  at  this  dangerous  inter- 
section. 
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STREET  LIGHTING 

We  have  continued  our  efforts  in  1955  to  improve  street  lighting  in  Swamp- 
scott.. 

The  Town  Meeting  having  authorized  the  Board  to  reHght  Humphrey  Street 
from  the  Lynn  line  to  Commonwealth  Avenue,  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Company 
proceeded  during  the  summer  months  to  remove  thirty-one  existing  fixtures  on 
Humphrey  Street  and  to  install  thirty-nine  20,000  lumen  Mercury  street  lights. 
We  now  feel  that  this  most  heavily  traveled  thoroughfare  is  now  adequately  lighted 
and  it  is  hoped  that  having  had  additional  surveys  made,  that  more  of  the  Town's 
streets  may  soon  be  relighted  without  materially  increasing  our  expenses. 

SELECTMEN'S  ASSOCIATIONS 

Swampscott  retains  membership  in  both  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Asso- 
ciation and  in  the  Essex  County  Selectmen's  Association. 

The  members  of  your  Board  have  attended  both  Association's  meetings  and 
feel  that  these  are  excellent  sources  of  information  and  enable  us  to  carry  out  our 
official  duties  more  effectively. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 
With  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Public  Works  being  adopted  by 
the  voters  on  March  21,  1955,  to  become  effective  in  1956,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
wishes  to  express  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  Cemetery  and  Engineering  Departments 
which  pass  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Selectmen  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  for  their  cooperation  to  the  Board  during  the  past  year.

Comparative  figures  have  not  been  used  in  the  following  report  as  the  various 
appropriations  have  been  changed  so  radically  that  it  is  not  possible  to  assemble  like 
categories. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  continuing  increase  in  receipts  from  real  estate 
raxes,  due  to  new  houses  and  payments  for  auto  excise  increase  each  year.  Contri- 
butions from  the  state  have  remained  on  the  same  level  for  some  time.  Expenditures 
increase  each  year  due  to  increasing  costs  of  both  materials  and  services.  This  condi- 
tion is  not  peculiar  to  Swampscott;  towns  of  comparable  area  and  population  are 
experiencing  increasing  tax  rates.  The  costs  of  government  appear  to  increase 
geometrically  with  the  concentration  of  population.  New  homes  bring  in  more  tax 
revenue,  but  also  more  children  in  the  schools,  more  streets  to  pave,  more  water 
and  sewer  pipe.  An  evaluation  of  the  services  furnished  will  reveal  many  which  are 
not  customary  in  larger  communities. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  61,  Chapter  41,  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  following  report  is  submitted.  It  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
prescribed  by  the  Director  of  Accounts.  A  detailed  report  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1955,  is  available  at  this  office.

This  Department  is  deeply  grateful  for  the  patience,  understanding  and 
cooperation  shown  by  the  personnel  of  the  various  Departments  with  which  we 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  during  the  past  year.

Whereas  the  Town  of  Swampscott  has  adopted  a  Board  of  Public  Works,  which 
will  eliminate  the  Water  &  Sewerage  Board  and  others,  this  will  be  the  final  Sewer 
Department  Report. 

Main  sewer  lines  were  installed  in  Sargent  Road,  Pleasant  Street,  Banks  Terrace 
and  are  being  installed  in  Essex  Street,  for  a  distance  of  2423  feet  making  a  total 
of  33  miles  of  sewers  in  the  town.  A  diversionary  sewer  was  installed  at  junction  of 
Farragut  and  Grant  Roads. 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  of  December  12  voted  to  extend  the  sewer  in 
Oakledge  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  92  feet  in  order  to  abate  a  health  menace.  This 
work  will  be  started  in  January  1956. 

Drains  were  installed  in  Eulow  Street,  Jessie  Street  and  from  Humphrey  Street 
across  land  of  Temple  Israel  and  Sarah  E.  Kimball  et  al  to  Atlantic  Avenue.

The  Board  had  anticipated  the  development  of  the  so-called  Whitney  Estate, 
now  the  site  of  the  New  High  School,  by  extending  the  trunk-line  sewer  in  Pleasant 
Street  to  Forest  Avenue. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  sewer  department 
under  Civil  Service.  We  feel  that  this  was  a  wise  move  and  a  reward  to  the  em- 
ployees for  faithful  service. 

Approximately  40  feet  of  brick  chimney  at  Sewer  Pumping  Station  was 
repaired  and  pointed. 

The  town  continues  to  grow  despite  the  talk  of  "no  available  land  for  building," 
so  does  the  need  for  sewer  and  drainage  installations.  Our  personnel  force  of  three 
men  is  hardly  adequate  to  properly  maintain  all  the  brooks,  drains  and  sewers  in 
the  Town.  We  recommend  that  2  additional  men  be  employed  so  that  a  program  of 
preventive  maintenance  be  carried  out  to  correct  problems  before  they  become  major 
and  expensive  to  repair. 

We  believe  that  the  actions  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  December  12, 
to  make  a  survey  of  all  the  brooks  and  drains  in  the  town  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction  to  solve  a  long  neglected  problem. 

Over  the  years  the  Board  has  held  weekly  meetings  or  as  often  as  required  to 
offer  its  services  to  those  who  have  desired  it.  We  have  tried  to  the  best  of  our 
ability  to  solve  the  problems  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town.  We  have  also  tried 
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to  be  fair  and  just  in  our  dealings  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  have  acted  wisely  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  department. 

It  is  with  deepest  sorrow  that  we  mention  the  death  of  our  beloved  Sewer 
Superintendent,  Albert  Enholm.  He  was  associated  with  this  department  for  over 
32  years.  During  the  years  of  his  leadership,  his  sound  judgement  and  earnest 
devotion  to  the  welfare  of  this  department  have  been  of  inestimable  value.  He  will 
never  be  forgotten. 

In  September  our  senior  maintenance  man,  Edward  F.  Burke,  was  promoted  to 
Sewer  Superintendent,  subject  to  passing  the  qualifying  examination  established 
by  the  Division  of  Civil  Service. 

No  department  in  the  town  can  function  alone,  and  with  this  thought  in  mind, 
we  wish  to  thank  all  departments  and  our  employees  for  having  made  our  problems 
easier. 

In  closing  we  want  to  wish  our  successors,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  success 
in  its  new  venture  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  cooperate  in  any  way  we  can.

This  is  the  final  report  of  the  Highway  Department  under  our  present  form  of 
town  government. 

Starting  March  19,  1956  the  Highway  Department  will  operate  under  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  which  is  the  will  of  the  Townspeople. 

The  new  Board  of  Public  Works  will  co-ordinate  many  departments  under  one 
Commissioner  which  should  eventually  prove  beneficial  to  the  Town. 

New  Homes  are  continually  being  built  in  the  town  and  this  year  our  valuation 
has  been  increased  by  approximately  one  and  one-quarter  million  dollars.  This 
continuous  growth  affects  the  demand  on  all  departments  for  added  service. 

Each  year  new  sidewalks  are  constructed  on  streets  designated  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

The  following  new  streets,  Shepard  Road,  Harrison  Avenue,  and  Smith  Lane, 
accepted  by  the  Town,  were  built  to  grade  and  resurfaced. 

The  Essex  Street  and  Danvers  Road  Bridges  have  been  repaired  with  new  heavy 
wood  planking.  These  bridges  are  a  constant  expense  to  the  Town  because  of  the 
large  amount  of  traffic  on  these  highways. 

Our  Representative  in  the  State  Legislature,  Hon.  Thomas  W.  Newth,  at  the 
present  time  is  trying  to  obtain  some  assistance  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts on  the  maintenance  of  these  two  bridges. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Highway  Department  has  continued  to  take  care  of 
the  maintenance  of  Preston  and  Whale  Beaches  and  other  matters  pertaining  to 
highway  maintenance.

I  also  wish  to  advise  that  this  department  will  do  everything  to  assist  and 
co-operate  with  the  new  Board  of  Public  Works,  who  ever  they  may  be,  to  render 
good  service  to  the  townspeople.

The  Board  held  twenty-nine  meetings  in  1955.  They  signed  thirty  plans  of 
lots  and  lot  changes  on  the  basis  that,  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law 
was  not  required.  Seven  proposed  subdivisions  were  discussed  with  the  owners.  Two 
public  hearings  were  held,  one  on  subdivision  and  one  on  rezoning. 

The  Board  investigated  the  advisability  of  accepting  eleven  streets  as  requested 
by  articles  in  the  1955  Town  Meeting  Warrant.  They  also  investigated  the  advis- 
ability of  enclosing  Hawthorne  Brook  from  Tedesco  Country  Club  to  Humphrey 
Street. 

Two  general  hearings  in  regard  to  the  brook  across  Littles  Point  were  attended 
by  members  of  the  Board. 

After  having  recommended  for  three  successive  years  that  the  sewer  and  drain- 
age problems  of  the  Gale  Estate  and  Littles  Point  Areas  be  studied  and  having  been 
refused  an  appropriation  for  a  survey  each  time,  we  found  a  way  to  get  a  topo- 
graphic map  which  will  give  us  a  start  on  this,  long  delayed,  but  very  vital  project. 

Menlbers  of  the  Board  have  studied  and  reported  on  every  request  for  Zoning 
Variance  made  to  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  attended  two  Regional  and  one  State  Planning 
Board  meetings. 

The  Board  has  conferred  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Departments  when 
questions  pertinent  to  their  responsibilities  arose.

Deeply  touched  by  the  sudden  loss  of  our  co-worker  and  chairman,  Dr.  Loring 
Grimes,  the  Board  of  Health  of  Swampscott  would  pause  to  pay  tribute  to  him. 

As  member  and  chairman  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Grime's  first  thought  was  of  the 
whole  community,  not  of  the  individual  person,  place  or  case:  he  stressed  the  fact 
that  he  w^as  only  one  member  of  the  board  and  seldom  expressed  his  opinion  first. 
His  zeal  was  for  a  fair,  just  and  proper  disposition  of  all  problems,  charges  and 
violations  which  arose  was  inspiring  and  gratifying.  He  never  departed  from  the 
principle  of  settlement  on  the  basis  of  merit  as  against  personalities.  By  his 
example  he  inspired  the  board  and  its  personnel  to  act  with  honesty,  fairness  and 
thoughtfulness  in  service  to  the  community  and  its  citizenry.  We  shall  miss  the 
doctor's  sound,  mellowed  judgement  and  long  experience. 


The  Board  of  Health  received  135  resident  death  certificates  this  year  and 
composed  the  following  figures:  A  crude  death  rate  of  10.3 — per  thousand  popula- 
tion and  an  average  life  expectancy  of  68.4  per  years  at  birth.  The  two  leading 
causes  of  death  continues  to  be  the  same  as  last  year.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  claimed  85  persons  and  30  deaths  attributed  to  cancer.  We  may 
anticipate  these  diseases  to  be  among  the  leading  causes  of  death  as  our  life 
expectancy  increases. 

We  have  received  a  total  of  197  birth  returns  through  December  3rd,  two  of 
these  were  stillbirths,  and  fifteen  were  premature  births.  This  relatively  large 
number  of  premature  births  may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  prematurity  is  de- 
termined according  to  State  Law  by  a  weight  of  51/2  pounds  or  less  at  birth,  and 
full  term  babies,  especially  twins,  not  infrequently  weigh  less  and  must  be  con- 
sidered premature. 

When  birth  returns  are  received,  a  visit  into  the  home  is  made  by  the  public 
health  nurse.  The  primary  reason  for  this  contact  with  the  mother  is  to  stress 
immunization  for  diptheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  at  an  early  date.  The  nurse 
is  also  ready  to  discuss  any  problem  concerning  child  care  and  direct  the  mother 
to  her  private  physician  or  to  the  proper  health  facilities. 

Visits  to  the  home  of  premature  infants  are  made  before  the  return  of  the 
baby  from  the  hospital  in  order  to  appraise  the  mother  and  environment  and  insure 
adequate  care  for  the  baby.

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The  variable  incidence  of  measles,  mumps  and  chicken-pox  continues  as  in 
past  years;  however,  relatively  few  cases  of  these  diseases  were  reported  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year.  Our  TB  cases  remain  at  a  low  level  and  this  is  largely  due 
to  our  residential  type  of  community  and  a  vigorous  contact  and  follow-up  program. 
The  polio  incidence  showed  a  marked  increase  in  1955  over  the  past  2  years  and 
this  increase  is  commensurate  with  the  rest  of  the  Commonwealth.  Massachusetts 
has  experienced  one  of  its  worst  polio  epidemics  this  year  and  a  high  percentage  of 
these  cases  were  the  paralytic  form. 

When  Dr.  Francis  made  his  favorable  report  on  the  1954  Salk  Polio  Vaccine 
Field  Trials,  Swampscott,  like  many  other  communities,  proceeded  to  administer  the 
new  vaccine  to  all  ehgible  children  in  the  first  four  grades  who  desired  it,  and 
80  9f  of  these  children  received  vaccine  without  developing  any  untoward  reactions. 
Also,  none  of  this  group  developed  polio  during  the  epidemic  period. 

In  September  after  1  dose  of  the  vaccine  had  been  administered,  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  indefinitely  postponed  the  distribution  of  vaccine  for 
public  immunization  programs  as  they  felt  further  evidence  was  needed  before  it 
could  be  definitely  considered  safe  and  effective.  However,  State  Health  authorities 
are  continuing  to  study  the  vaccine  and  its  effect  upon  children,  and  we  are  most 
hopeful  that  our  program  may  soon  be  resumed. 

Dental  Health  continues  to  be  one  of  the  major  problems  of  the  Health 
Department  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  dental  inspections  are  done  on  all  public  and 
parochial  school  children  in  Kindergarten  through  Grade  VI  twice  a  year. 

As  a  result  of  these  inspections  dental  defect  notices  are  sent  to  the  parents, 
and  this  year  450  children  out  of  the  1300  inspected  had  defects.  Visits  are  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Nurse  to  the  homes  of  those  children  who  continually  receive 
defect  notices  in  an  effort  to  educate  the  parents  to  the  need  for  good  dental 
health.  Provisions  are  also  made  for  financial  assistance  when  the  need  is  indicated. 

As  these  inspections  were  performed  it  was  gratifying  to  note  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  children  showing  evidence  of  having  been  seen  by  the 
dentist. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  dental  authorities  that  tooth  decay  can  be  attributed  largely 
to  poor  nutrition,  inadequate  brushing,  and  lack  of  regular  visits  to  the  dentist,  and 
in  the  effort  to  focus  the  children's  attention  on  the  importance  of  good  dental 
health,  a  film  was  shown  and  a  talk  by  Dr.  Paul  McNeil  was  presented  in  all  the 
schools  during  National  Children's  Dental  Health  Week,  February  7-11. 

Our  regular  diptheria  and  tetanus  immunization  program  was  performed  with 
a  total  of  16  children  receiving  a  complete  3  dose  immunization  and  299  receiving 
boosters.  The  number  of  children  receiving  the  complete  treatment  continues  to  be 
small  compared  to  the  boosters  group ;  this  is  an  indication  that  most  children  receive 
their  initial  diptheria  and  tetanus  immunization  as  recommended  during  infancy  and 
booster  doses  at  periodical  intervals  in  the  schools. 

The  Health  Department  wishes  to  extend  its  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  the  local  dentists,  physicians  and  volunteer  lay  persons,  for  their  assistance  in 
the  successful  administration  of  these  dental  and  immunization  programs. 

At  the  annual  rabies  clinic  held  September  18-23,  Dr.  John  J.  Nilan  inoculated 
206  of  the  634  Swampscott  licensed  dogs. 
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A  total  of  490  plumbing  permits  were  issued  this  year;  a  decrease  of  122  from 
1954. 

As  a  result  of  the  heavy  rains  in  August  the  Board  of  Health's  attention  was 
focused  on  pollution  at  the  public  beaches.  An  investigation  of  Stacey  Brook  revealed 
the  presence  of  raw  sewage  flowing  across  King's  Beach,  and  upon  our  recommenda- 
tion the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  M.D.C.  closed  and  posted  the 
premises.  Since  this  time  the  Swampscott  Health  Department  has  been  making  a 
survey  of  its  drains  and  brooks  throughout  the  town  in  order  to  locate  and  remove 
any  possible  sources  of  pollution. 

Public  and  inter-departmental  hearings  have  been  held  relative  to  the  sewage 
and  drainage  problems  existing  in  the  Phillips  Beach  Avenue  area,  and  these 
hearings  brought  out  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  survey  in  this  locality  to 
determine  the  best  means  of  sewerage  and  drainage.  Temporary  repairs  have  been 
made  to  the  lower  part  of  the  existing  surface  drain;  however,  a  permanent  drain 
and  sewer  are  imperative  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  soon  be  constructed. 

In  keeping  with  a  recent  town  policy,  this  report  is  largely  submitted  in  narra- 
tive and  any  further  information  may  be  obtained  from  our  office. 


Department  of  Civil  Defense 

Robert  O'Neill,  Director 

I  stated  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1954  that  Swampscott  had  been  designated  by 
the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  as  being  in  the  Evacuation  Zone  of  Area  1,  and 
we  must  make  plans  to  evacuate  whether  we  like  the  idea  or  not.  We  have,  during 
the  past  year,  endeavored  to  complete  these  plans.  Our  first  move  was  to  hold  a 
series  of  meetings  to  acquaint  the  residents  of  the  Town  and  our  Civil  Defense 
personnel  of  the  over-all  plans  as  outlined  by  the  State  Agency,  and  just  how  we 
proposed  to  put  these  plans  into  operation  in  Swampscott. 

Evacuation  questionnaires  were  delivered  to  each  home  with  the  request  they 
be  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense.  More  than  2600  of 
these  questionnaires  were  returned.  Our  next  move  was  to  make  a  complete  survey 
of  the  Town  to  determine  just  how  each  section  would  be  routed  to  join  the 
Evacuation  Route — Paradise  Road  or  Route  1-A,  the  shortest,  easiest  and  quickest 
possible  way.  A  map  has  been  prepared  with  this  information,  as  well  as  designated 
assembly  points  throughout  the  Town,  Dispersal  Points  for  our  CD.  Services  and 
just  what  Reception  Area  has  been  assigned  the  residents  of  Swampscott.  These 
maps  will  be  distributed  to  every  home  just  as  soon  as  we  receive  the  green  light 
from  State  Headquarters.  Meetings  have  been  held  with  Civil  Defense  Directors  of 
neighboring  communities  and  plans  made  for  the  routing  of  evacuees  from  Swamp- 
scott through  their  Cities  and  Towns. 

I  would  like  to  include  in  this  report  some  facts  on  local  Civil  Defense 
Organization  as  covered  in  a  recent  bulletin  from  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense 
Agency. 
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Town  Counsel 

James  W.  Santry,  Jr. 

During  the  past  year  as  Town  Counsel  I  have  attended  the  various  meetings 
of  the  Selectmen  and  other  boards  and  committees  of  the  Town  and  have  advised 
them  on  the  various  legal  matters  arising  in  the  conduct  of  their  official  duties. 
I  have  prepared  contracts  for  all  major  purchases  by  the  various  departments  of  the 
Town  including  the  contracts  for  the  Library  addition  and  the  Library  lighting. 

I  have  prepared  the  warrants  for  the  annual  and  the  special  town  meetings  held 
during  the  year  and  prepared  all  necessary  votes  in  connection  therewith. 

Three  important  matters  were  litigated  during  the  year.  The  first  were  the 
petitions  for  declaratory  judgment  for  writs  of  mandamus  brought  by  Hinch,  Mait- 
land  and  Picariello  against  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  arising  out 
of  the  referendum  called  under  the  wage  articles  on  votes  passed  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  These  cases  were  fully  tried  before  Judge  Paul  A.  Kirk  of  the 
Superior  Court  and  resulted  in  a  dismissal  of  the  actions  thus  sustaining  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  calling  a  referendum  on  these  articles  as  petitioned 
for  by  the  requisite  number  of  registered  voters  of  the  Town. 

The  second  action  involved  the  petition  for  referendum  under  Articles  2,  3,  7 
and  8  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  27,  1955  and  was  a 
petition  for  declaratory  judgment  brought  by  Irene  M.  Guay  and  nine  other  tax- 
payers of  the  Town  against  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Clerk  alleging 
that  the  form  in  which  the  questions  were  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  at  large 
was  improper  and  illegal.  After  a  hearing  upon  the  return  of  the  order  of  notice, 
Judge  Jessie  W.  Morton  of  the  Superior  Court  sitting  in  Boston  refused  to  issue  an 
injunction  restraining  the  holding  of  the  special  referendum  election  and  the 
election  was  duly  held.  Thereafter,  by  agreement,  the  petition  was  dismissed. 

The  third  matter  was  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  granting  a  common  victualer's  all-alcoholic  restaurant  license  to  the  Hawthorne- 
By-the-Sea  Restaurant.  Upon  appeal  to  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Commis- 
sion, the  action  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  issuing  the  license  was  upheld. 

Two  cases  were  called  for  trial  in  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  in  which  the  valua- 
tion placed  on  property  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  was 
challenged.  Neither  of  these  appeals  came  to  trial  and  the  appellants  each  withdrew 
and  the  valuations  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  were  sustained. 

One  serious  personal  injury  claim  was  settled  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  and  three  minor  claims  were  settled  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  funds  transferred  from  the  Reserve  to  the 
Law  Others  Account. 

One  fireman  was  sued  as  a  result  of  an  accident  in  which  a  piece  of  fire  appa- 
ratus was  involved.  I  have  appeared  as  Town  Counsel  defending  this  action.  The 
insurance  conr^pany  covering  the  truck  involved  in  this  accident  paid  the  Town 
the  sum  of  $300.00  to  repair  the  damages  done  to  the  fire  apparatus  in  this  accident. 
This  case  is  now  pending  in  the  District  Court  of  Southern  Essex. 

Two  cases  brought  by  a  resident  of  Pine  Hill  Road  alleging  damage  to  his 
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property  arising  from  the  blasting  done  by  independent  contractors  when  work  was 
being  done  in  Pine  Hill  Road  were  dismissed  as  against  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

There  are  six  cases  pending  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  against  the  Town. 
There  is  one  case  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  for  personal  injuries  arising  out  of 
an  alleged  defect  in  the  sidewalk.  There  is  one  case  pending  in  the  Superior  Court 
for  damages  arising  out  of  a  water  condition  on  Winshaw  Road.

Six  hundred  and  forty-two  dogs  were  licensed  in  the  town  from  April  1,  1955 
to  December  31,  1955  —  a  nine  month  period. 

Seventy-seven  dead  animals  were  removed  from  the  streets  of  the  town  — 
mostly  cats  —  supposedly  killed  by  cars. 

Five  hundred  and  forty-three  complaints  or  requests  for  assistance  were  made, 
all  of  which  were  acted  upon  and  in  most  cases  settled  to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of 
all  concerned.

PERSONNEL 

On  September  23rd,  1955,  Fire  Chief  Charles  H.  Lampard  retired,  and  the 
occasion  was  marked  by  a  testimonal  dinner  held  at  the  High  School  Cafeteria. 
Mr.  Lampard's  retirement  climaxed  38  years  as  a  member  of  this  department,  of 
which  he  served  for  16  years  as  a  faithful  and  efficient  Chief. 

Deputy  Fire  Chief  Walter  M.  Champion,  Jr.,  who  headed  the  Civil  Service 
list  was  appointed  Chief  on  September  23rd,  1955,  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Mr.  Edmund  J.  Pickard,  Jr.,  was  appointed  to  the  Fire  Department  on 
November  19th,  1955. 

At  present  we  are  lacking  in  manpower  and  I  feel  that  steps  should  be  taken 
to  remedy  this  condition.  Our  modern  fire  apparatus  is  useless  unless  there  is 
sufficient  men  to  operate  it.  We  are  far  below  the  requirements  recommended  by 
the  New  England  Insurance  Rating  Bureau's  report  for  this  town. 

BUILDINGS 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  during  the  year  a  special  committee  was  appointed 
by  the  Town  to  study  the  need  of  a  new  Central  Fire  Station.  The  committee  has 
spent  considerable  time  and  effort  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  the  present  Central 
Fire  Station  which  was  built  in  1891. 

From  these  studies  it  becomes  very  clear  that  the  most  economical  and  satis- 
factory solution  to  this  problem  is  the  construction  of  a  new  Central  Fire  Station 
in  a  more  centralized  location. 

APPARATUS 

During  the  spring  of  1955  we  have  replaced  a  1932,  1000  gallon  pumper  and 
a  1935,  650-gallon  pumper  with  two  new  ultra-modern  750-gallon  pumpers.  These 
new  pumpers  were  manufactured  by  the  Maxim  Motor  Company.  One  is  stationed 
at  the  Central  Fire  Station  and  the  other  is  at  the  Phillips  Beach  Engine  House. 

Our  ladder  truck  is  over  10  years  old.  Although  its  general  condition  is  good 
it  will  be  subjected  to  continued  mechanical  upkeep. 

IMPORTANT  NOTICE 

I  urge  all  persons  discovering  fires  in  buildings  to  sound  the  nearest  fire  alarm 
box.  This  is  much  more  accurate  than  using  the  telephone.  Stay  at  the  box  and  direct 
the  apparatus  to  the  fire.  If  a  telephone  must  be  used,  DIAL  LYnn  2-0082  or  Dial 
Operator  and  give  her  the  location  of  the  fire  as  well  as  your  name  and  address. 
PLEASE  BE  CALM  AND  AVOID  CONFUSION. 

FIRE  PREVENTION 

During  the  year  530  calls  were  answered  by  this  department.  In  spite  of  the 
increase  number  of  calls  we  enjoyed  a  low  fire  loss. 

Lectures  have  been  given  in  the  past  year  in  the  Public  Schools  and  Parochial 
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Schools  in  connection  with  "Fire  Prevention  Week".  I  urge  all  citizens  to  make 
every  week  fire  prevention  week. 

APPRECIATION 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  splendid  support  and  cooperation 
received  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee,  the  Auxiliary  Fire 
Department  and  all  assistance  which  has  been  given  me  by  other  departments. 
I  especially  wish  to  thank  the  personnel  of  my  own  department  for  their  loyalty 
shown  me.

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  we  attempt  to  write  this  final  report  of  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  for  after  a  span  of  sixty  years  and  the  unselfish  efforts 
of  great  townspeople,  who  have  served  as  Park  Commissioners,  we  now  relinquish 
our  positions  to  the  streamlining  of  modern  government.  We  hope  that  the  Town 
has  not  been  in  error  and  that  the  parks  and  recreational  facilities  will  not  suffer. 

A  brief  review  of  the  sixty  years  include  the  establishment  of  Blaney  Beach 
in  1896,  the  elimination  of  the  fishing  shacks  and  the  erection  of  the  present  Fish- 
house.  Those  were  stormy  days  for  the  commissioners,  who  were  very  busy  settling 
claims  and  getting  the  buildings  built.  Records  show  that  Horace  W.  Blanchard 
was  hired  as  superintendent  of  the  Blaney  Beach  reservation. 

In  1901,  the  Trustees  of  the  Swampscott  Land  Trust  offered  the  land  now 
known  as  the  Monument  Parkway,  which  subesquently  was  accepted  by  action  of 
the  Town  Meeting  and  later  laid  out  by  no  less  than  the  foremost  landscape  firm 
of  Olmstead  Brothers. 

In  1905,  what  is  known  as  Abbott  Park,  an  area  of  two  and  one-half  acres, 
was  acquired  and  became  the  baseball  field  and  used  in  winter  for  ice  skating,  as  is 
done  today. 

In  1912,  the  Town  Meeting  voted  to  purchase  "Phillips  Swamp",  an  area  of 
fifteen  and  one-half  acres  for  $7,500.00.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  an  excerpt 
taken  from  the  report  of  that  year  "the  general  elevation  of  the  playground  area 
is  11.5  feet  and  that  the  ordinary  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  is  substantially  10  feet, 
so  that  the  surface  of  this  swamp  is  from  one  to  two  feet  higher  than  the  ordinary 
stage  of  the  tide.  High  tide,  however,  rises  as  high  as  12  feet,  and  at  such  times, 
were  there  a  clear  way  for  the  sea  to  come  up  in,  a  large  portion  of  this  swamp 
would  be  flooded  with  the  sea". 

The  years  1916,  '17,  '18,  and  with  the  return  of  service  men,  show  the  develop- 
ment of  Jackson  Park  by  planting  evergreens  on  the  summit  and  slopes  and  today 
these  trees  which  have  survived  fires  and  vandalism,  add  to  the  recreational  and 
esthetic  value  of  the  park.  Football  was  changed  from  Abbott  Park  to  Jackson  and 
records  say,  "On  Thanksgiving  day,  upwards  to  7,000  people  were  accommodated  on 
the  grounds".  A  few  years  later  a  toboggan  chute  was  constructed  from  the  summit 
to  the  playing  field  and  was  enjoyed  for  many  years  before  the  problem  of  main- 
tenance and  accidents  forced  its  removal.  With  the  coming  of  the  W.P.A.,  walls 
were  built  and  two  new  tennis  courts,  as  well  as  the  recreation  lodge  and  fireplaces 
were  put  into  operation. 

In  1936,  the  Phillips  Park  stadium  was  opened  and  the  gradual  development 
of  that  park  followed  until  we  now  have  the  entire  area  filled,  loamed,  and  seeded, 
as  well  as  a  beautiful  field  house,  a  varsity  baseball  field,  two  practice  fields,  hard 
surface  basketball  courts,  tennis  courts,  and  a  small  tots'  play  area. 

In  1939,  the  Tree  Warden  and  Moth  departments  consolidated  with  the  Park 
Department  and  the  new  position  of  superintendent  of  parks  was  established,  to 
which  Frederick  C.  Burk  was  appointed.

With  the  acquisition  of  the  Administration  building,  this  department  took  over 
the  job  of  landscaping  the  grounds.  A  great  deal  of  help  was  given  by  the  Garden 
Clubs  and  the  many  fine  gifts  from  citizens  of  memorial  trees. 

Three  major  hurricanes,  new  developments,  and  the  Dutch  Elm  disease  have 
kept  the  shade  tree  men  alert. 

Fisherman's  Beach,  although  it  has  not  grown  in  area,  has  grown  in  population, 
presenting  more  problems  of  administration,  and  as  of  two  years,  we  now  have 
charge  of  cleaning  the  beach. 

A  new  excellent  hockey  rink  and  rink  house  was  built  at  Jackson  Park  and  this 
past  season  saw  the  dedication  of  "Little  League"  baseball  field,  equipped  with 
cement  block  dug-outs,  a  flag  pole,  and  entirely  enclosed  with  chain  link  fence. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  many  fine  men  that  helped  in  the  development 
of  our  park  system.  In  our  past  we  find  James  T.  Lyons,  Horace  W.  Blanchard, 
Frank  Pridaux,  Frank  Savino,  Dr.  Nathaniel  Martin,  Perley  Foss,  and  Stuart  Ellis. 
Our  present  staflP  consists  of  Frank  Buonanduci,  Frank  Savino,  Donato  Dandrea  Sr., 
and  Jr.,  Clyde  Emery,  Albert  Benedetto,  Vincent  Easterbrooks,  Arthur  Lees,  Herbert 
Dennehy,  Harold  Jankas,  and  Edward  Patterson,  Jr.  To  those  who  have  gone  along 
and  we  have  not  mentioned,  we  say  "thanks".  We  list  the  Park  Commissioners 
during  the  sixty  year  span  and  respectfully  submit  the  final  report  of  the  Swampscott 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners.

During  the  year  1955,  our  case  load  on  Old  Age  Assistance  showed  a  marked 
decrease  while  the  other  three  categories  of  assistance  showed  little  change  in  1955. 
Our  total  expenses  for  assistance,  however,  increased  from  $170,790.18  in  1954 
to  a  new  high  of  $175,649.41  in  1955,  an  increase  of  $4,859.23.  This  increase  was 
caused  by  the  steadily  climbing  cost  of  medical  care  which  showed  an  increase  of 
$15,500.69  over  the  preceding  year.  We  believe  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  will  be 
interested  in  the  following  breakdown  of  our  medical  expense  during  the  past  two 
years,  all  of  which  were  in  accordance  with  the  rules,  regulations,  and  fee  schedules 
established  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.

It  is  with  pride  and  pleasure  that  we  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  1955,  and  we  hope  that  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  public  in  general  and 
also  to  those  interested  in  public  housing. 

The  Swampscott  Housing  Authority  is  a  separate  corportation  from  the  town; 
four  members  are  elected  at  the  Annual  Town  Election  with  exception  of  one 
member  who  is  appointed  by  the  Commonwealth  for  a  five-year  term.  The  four 
members  are  elected  for  a  five-year  term  with  staggered  expiration  dates. 

Officers  are  elected  annually  and  consist  of  a  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman, 
Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurer.  All  checks  drawn  against  the  Authority  must  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman  or  Vice  Chairman  and  the  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer. 

In  September  the  annual  re-examination  of  family  income  was  completed. 
Incomes  and  family  compositions  were  verified  and  rents  were  adjusted  in  accordance 
with  our  management  program  procedures. 

The  Swampscott  Project  consists  of  9  multiple  buildings,  4  apartments  in  each 
building  for  a  total  of  36  apartments.  There  are  20 — 4  room  apartments,  each  having 
2  bed-rooms.  There  are  16 — 5  room  apartments,  each  having  three  bed-rooms.  There 
are  36  individual  cellars  and  heating  units  and  34  open  air  parking  spaces.  Each 
apartment  is  equipped  with  an  electric  range  and  refrigerator.  The  tenant  supplies 
its  own  fuel  and  electricity.  The  Authority  furnishes  the  servicing  of  the  oil  burner 
units  and  water. 

Preference  is  given  to  honorably  discharged  veterans  of  World  War  II  and 
the  Korean  War  in  the  low  income  group  with  children.  Secondary  preference  is 
given  to  needy  veterans  of  other  wars.  However,  three  additional  categories  have 
been  added  as  follows: 

1.  single  veteran  50  years  old  or  over  and  widow  of  a  veteran 

2.  elderly  person  or  persons  over  65  years  old 

3.  non-veterans  of  the  low  income  group

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During  the  year  the  Authority  sold  a  parcel  of  land  abutting  the  Cities  Service 
Gas  Station  on  Essex  Street  to  John  Connolly  et  al.  The  total  area  sold  was  162 
square  feet  of  land.  The  amount  received  from  leasing,  $900.00,  and  sale,  $252.00, 
amount  to  $1152.00.  This  land  was  in  excess  of  and  no  longer  required  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  acquired. 

The  total  area  of  the  project  is  79,228  square  feet.  The  total  area  taken  up 
by  buildings  on  said  property  is  16,055  square  feet. 

We  regret  that  we  were  unable  to  install  metal  combination  storm  and  screen 
windows  as  stated  in  our  1954  report.  We  have  corresponded  with  the  State  Housing 
Board  on  this  subject  for  a  year  and  a  half,  and  we  have  yet  to  receive  a  definite 
answer  on  this  matter.  As  a  secondary  choice  we  have  requested  permission  to  install 
a  conventional  wooden  storm  window.  It  is  hoped  that  we  have  better  results  with 
the  latter  request. 

The  Contract  to  clean  and  service  the  36  heating  units  at  the  Project  was 
awarded  to  the  only  bidder,  Geo.  E.  Warren  Heating  Corp.,  Lynn,  Massachusetts. 

We  were  quite  fortunate  that  the  total  damages  resulting  from  flood  rains  of 
August  amounted  to  $93.00.  All  damages  were  confined  to  drying  out  the  burner 
motors  and  pumping  out  cellars.  There  is  a  slight  possibility  that  we  may  be 
reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  said  damages. 

Our  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1955 
amounted  to  $4153.12,  which  is  considerably  less  than  the  $10,150.00  that  could 
be  obtained  for  debt  requirements. 

The  average  monthly  rental  for  Project  amounted  to  $42.75  for  the  year. 
In  no  case  can  the  monthly  rental  fall  below  $34.50,  minimum  requirements 
established  by  the  State  Housing  Board,  in  order  for  the  Authority  to  meet  its 
obligations. 

A  total  of  $1839.00  was  paid  to  the  Town  of  Swampscott  during  the  year, 
I1296.OO  representing  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  $543.40  for  water  bills. 

During  the  year  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  deposited  in  savings  accounts  as 
follows:  $5,000  in  the  Beverly  Savings  Bank  @  3%  interest,  $5,000  in  the  Salem 
5^  Savings  Bank  @  3%  interest.  These  funds  represent  the  greater  portion  of  our 
maximum  operating  reserve  accruals. 

With  the  ending  of  rent  control  in  December  31,  1955,  we  can  foresee  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications. 

The  following  insurance  policies  are  carried  by  the  Authority  for  its  protection: 
Fire,  Public  Liability,  Moneys  and  Bond,  Workmens  Compensation,  Non-ownership 
Auto  and  Fire  and  Theft  on  Office  Furniture. 

Periodic  inspections  of  grounds  and  apartments  are  made  by  the  Authority  or 
its  employees  to  see  that  the  lease  requirements  are  complied  with. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  thank  the  town  departments  and  the  staff  of  the  State 
Housing  Board  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year. 

We  conclude  with  the  sincerest  hope  that  we  have  assisted  those  veterans 
in  need.

HISTORY  OF  SWAMPSCOTT'S  VETERANS'  ORGANIZATIONS 

Just  prior  to  World  War  I,  Swampscott  was  fast  losing  its  first  and  only 
veterans'  organization  through  the  ravages  of  Old  Father  Time.  Membership  in 
the  General  James  L.  Bates  Post  118,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  which  had  been 
chartered  24  January  1870,  was  reduced  to  a  mere  handful  of  men.  The  history  of 
this  Post  was  printed  in  last  year's  Town  Report. 

Upon  the  discharge  of  many  World  War  I  veterans,  the  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post 
#57,  The  American  Legion  was  chartered  on  20  June  1919  with  the  following  names 
appearing  on  the  application :

The  Post  was  named  in  honor  of  Leon  E.  Abbott  who  was  killed  in  action  in 
a  town  near  Chateau  Thierry  in  July  1918  while  serving  as  a  member  of  the  101st 
Signal  Battalion,  26th  Division.  (It  was  the  sad  duty  of  your  Director  to  assist  in 
the  burial  of  this  fine  young  man,  in  a  temporary  grave  in  the  village  cemetery  of 
Bezu-le-Guerry.)  He  was  the  first  Swampscott  man  to  be  killed  in  action  in  World 
War  L

chartered  when  Joseph  L.  Stevens  Post  #1240,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  received 
its  charter.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  year  1955  has  again  been  a  year  of  great  concern  to  your  School  Committee. 
The  school  enrollment  for  this  year  as  of  September  30  was  2447  as  against  October 
1,  1954  of  2320,  an  increase  of  127.  Crowded  conditions  at  the  Hadley  School  have 
forced  the  Committee  to  platoon  the  kindergarten.  The  report  of  the  High  School 
Building  Committee  published  in  May  once  again  stressed  the  need  of  a  Senior  High 
School  to  complete  our  building  requirements.  The  Town  Meeting  members  voted 
favorably  for  a  Senior  High  School  on  June  27,  only  to  have  their  vote  reversed 
on  a  referendum  vote  in  July. 

A  Special  Town  meeting  was  called  by  the  School  Committee  to  be  held  on 
December  12.  We  felt  that  with  platoons  facing  us  at  the  secondary  level  in 
September,  1956,  we  must  continue  to  bring  to  the  townspeople  our  building  needs 
in  order  to  obtain  the  essential  classroom  space.  Meetings  were  held  by  the  School 
Committee  and  interested  citizens  who  had  formed  committees  to  study  school 
needs.  Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  citizens  and  the  School  Committee  a 
joint  article  was  submitted  in  the  Warrant  calling  for  a  campus  type  school  to  be 
built  on  the  Whitney  Estate  on  Forest  Avenue.  The  Town  Meeting,  by  a  vote  of 
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175  to  5  favored  this  article,  and  after  five  days  the  act  became  effective.  A 
Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  given  authority  to  construct 
a  High  School  on  this  site. 

Predicted  enrollment  increases  for  the  years  prior  to  the  opening  of  our  High 
School  will  present  a  challenge  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  staff. 
Every  effort  will  be  made  by  them  to  accommodate  all  students  with  the  least 
inconvenience  to  insure  maximum  educational  efficiency. 

The  Superintendent's  report  gives  many  details  about  the  activities  of  your 
School  Department.  We  urge  all  citizens  to  read  it.

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  on  December  12,  1955,  the  members  gave  approval 
to  an  article  creating  a  high  school  building  committee  and  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  high  school.  Thus  ended  a  year  of  concerted  activity  by  large 
numbers  of  Swampscott  citizens  interested  in  finding  an  acceptajble  solution  to  the 
housing  problems  caused  by  our  rapidly  increasing  enrollments. 

In  May,  reports  were  released  by  the  High  School  Building  Committee  and 
the  Hadley  School  Building  Committee.  It  was  the  recommendation  of  the  High 
School  Committee  that  a  new  high  school  be  erected  on  Salem  Street.  This  proposal, 
although  winning  approval  in  the  Town  Meeting  in  June,  was  defeated  by  referen- 
dum in  July. 

During  the  fall  the  School  Committee,  the  Citizens'  Committee  for  the  Public 
Schools,  and  the  Committee  for  Adequate  School  Facilities  worked  both  inde- 
pendently and  jointly  in  an  effort  to  resolve  the  conflicting  views  regarding  the 
building  program.  The  two  citizens  groups  conceived  a  proposal  whereby  a  new 
campus  type  high  school  would  be  built  on  Forest  Avenue  on  what  is  known  as  the 
Whitney  Estate.  The  estimated  cost  of  construction  was  $1,270,625.  The  School 
Committee,  which  had  originally  planned  to  submit  a  prospoal  similar  to  that  which 
was  defeated  in  July,  gave  its  endorsement  to  this  new  proposal.  The  article  which 
was  approved  at  the  special  Town  Meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  three  groups. 

Plant  Improvements 

The  Hadley  School  Building  Committee  which  was  appointed  in  July  is 
authorized  to  expend  the  sum  of  $169,024  for  the  renovation  of  the  Hadley  School. 
It  probably  will  not  be  possible  to  complete  this  project  until  the  new  high  school 
is  ready  for  occupancy,  but  it  is  expected  that  a  number  of  improvements  will  be 
made  in  the  summer  of  1956. 

The  Building  Committee  did  provide  for  the  installation  of  new  toilet  facilities 
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in  the  basement  this  fall.  The  condemnation  of  the  existing  equipment  in  August 
by  the  plumbing  inspector  made  immediate  replacement  imperative.  Therefore,  the 
committee  proceeded  to  award  contracts  for  the  remodeling  of  these  basement 
toilets  and  the  installation  of  new  fixtures.  This  job  should  be  completed  shortly 
after  the  end  of  1955. 

This  year  saw  substantial  completion  of  the  renovation  of  the  Machon  School 
which  was  begun  in  1952.  Exterior  and  interior  painting  and  the  installation  of 
new  asphalt  tile  flooring  have  created  a  building  which  is  both  attractive  and 
functional. 

Because  of  the  over-crowding  at  the  high  school,  some  projects  were  made 
necessary  in  order  to  accommodate  the  increased  pupil  load.  Fluorescent  light 
fixtures  were  installed  in  the  cafeteria  to  provide  the  improved  lighting  needed 
since  this  room  is  now  used  as  a  study  hall.  A  basement  room  was  converted  into 
a  classroom  for  mechanical  drawing.  The  homemaking  unit  was  reduced  from  two 
rooms  to  one,  therdby  making  another  room  available  for  other  classes. 

The  old  fire  alarm  system  in  the  Hadley  School  was  considered  to  be  unreliable 
and  unsafe.  It  was  completely  replaced  by  a  new  modern  system. 

New  Ungraded  Class 

In  1954  the  state  legislature  mandated  the  establishment  of  special  ungraded 
classes  for  those  pupils  who  are  mentally  retarded.  This  class,  begun  in  September, 
1955,  includes  pupils  from  all  parts  of  the  town,  and  is  located  in  the  Stanley 
Sdiool.  The  room  has  entirely  new  equipment  and  furniture  and  the  teacher, 
Miss  Chaletzky,  has  been  especially  trained  for  this  type  of  work.  Expenses  for  this 
class  are  partially  reimbursed  by  the  state. 

The  program  includes,  besides  the  usual  academic  work  in  the  fundamental 
subjects,  arts  and  crafts,  and  manual  training.  The  class  is  kept  small  in  number 
so  that  each  pupil  may  receive  more  individual  attention  than  in  the  regular  class- 
room. 

Salary  Schedule  Revised 

Salaries  for  teachers  have  been  rising  throughout  Massachusetts  and  the  Nation. 
The  Swampscott  schedule  with  a  salary  for  beginning  teachers  of  $2700  was  no 
longer  adequate  to  attract  and  retain  good  teachers.  Nor,  more  importantly,  was 
it  sufi^icient  compensation  for  the  contribution  made  by  teachers  to  the  welfare  of 
our  community. 

Realizing  the  situation  and  desiring  to  insure  the  continued  high  level  of  teach- 
ing competency  in  Swampscott,  the  School  Committee  in  December  adopted  a 
revision  of  the  current  salary  schedule  that  provides  for  a  minimum  salary  for 
teachers  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  of  $3100.  Annual  increments  of  $200  enable  a 
teacher  to  reach  a  salary  level  of  $5100  aften  ten  years. 

Teachers  with  a  Master's  Degree  have  a  minimum  salary  of  $3400  and  a 
maximum  after  ten  years  of  $5400.  The  schedule  for  those  with  a  Doctoral  degree 
is  $400  higher. 

The  revised  schedule  becomes  effective  after  the  Town  Meeting,  but  will  be 
retroactive  to  January  1,  1956. 
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Crowded  Conditions  hitensijy 

The  total  pupil  enrollment  on  October  1,  1955  was  2447.  This  represented  an 
increase  of  127  over  the  total  one  year  previously.  The  additional  number  of  pupils 
was  felt  most  keenly  in  the  High  School  where  an  extra  92  pupils  brought  the 
enrollment  to  681. 

Several  emergency  measures  have  been  made  necessary  by  these  enrollments 
which  exceed  our  operating  capacity.  In  the  Hadley  School  the  kindergarten  is  on 
double  platoons.  It  has  also  been  necessary  to  curtail  cafeteria  service.  Those  pupils 
below  the  fifth  grade  no  longer  may  avail  themselves  of  the  hot  lunches. 

In  the  Machon  School  the  auditorium  continues  to  house  the  kindergarten  and 
the  remedial  room  has  been  taken  over  as  a  regular  classroom.  Two  kindergartens 
share  the  same  room  in  the  Clarke  School.  The  remedial  room  continues  to  serve 
as  a  regular  classroom. 

One-way  traffic  in  the  corridors  of  the  High  School  is  an  innovation  started 
this  year  to  alleviate  the  congestion.  The  cafeteria  and  the  assembly  hall  are  used 
for  classes  and  study  halls.  Other  conversions  have  been  noted  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

Study  Committees  Report 

Two  faculty  committees  submitted  reports  in  1955.  A  group  making  a  study 
of  science  teaching  in  the  elementary  grades  selected  a  textbook  to  be  introduced 
gradually  into  the  elementary  classrooms.  All  sixth  grades  were  supplied  with  the 
books  this  year. 

A  committee  consisting  of  all  kindergarten  teachers  prepared  a  teaching  guide 
for  kindergarten  classes.  This  outline  of  the  objectives  and  learning  activities  of  the 
kindergarten  program  has  helped  to  coordinate  our  efforts  at  this  level. 

In  the  spring  a  committee  of  parents,  School  Committee  members,  and  teaching 
personnel  was  created  by  vote  of  the  School  Committee  to  study  and  make  recom- 
mendations as  to  whether  changes  should  be  made  in  the  schedule  of  hours.  After 
investigating  local  achievement  records,  practices  in  other  schools,  and  the  findings 
of  professional  research,  the  committee  concluded  that  no  change  should  be  made 
in  the  hours  at  this  time.

The  Swampscott  schools  were  greatly  honored  this  year  when  Theodore  Sargent 
was  elected  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees.  Mr. 
Sargent  was  also  appointed  a  Massachusetts  delegate  to  the  White  House  Conference 
on  Education. 

Personnel  Changes 

During  the  fall  of  1955  the  teaching  staff  included  twenty-three  teachers  who 
were  new  to  the  Swampscott  system.  Nine  of  these  represented  additions  to  the 
staff,  but  the  others  replaced  former  members. 

Our  school  sustained  a  great  loss  during  the  year  on  the  deaths  of  two  beloved 
and  respected  teachers,  Jeanne  Lepine,  who  taught  French  and  Spanish  at  the  High 
School,  and  Helen  Hudson,  who  taught  kindergarten  in  the  Hadley  School.  Dr. 
Loring  Grimes,  who  served  many  years  as  a  school  physician,  also  passed  away  during 
the  year. 

Mr.  John  Whitehead  in  June  terminated  three  years  of  service  as  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  He  now  holds  a  similar  position  in  Tuckahoe,  New  York. 
Teachers  lost  through  resignations  include  Shirley  Sterman,  Marion  Bennett,  Dorothy 
Henderson,  Bronia  Sielewicz,  Nancy  Adams,  Ruth  Fraster,  Elizabeth  Henderson, 
and  Shirley  Covner. 

Marion  Newcomb  and  Helen  Warren,  both  of  the  Hadley  School,  and 
Arthur  Cronk  of  the  High  School,  retired  during  the  summer.  These  teachers 
rendered  valuable  service  to  the  school  and  community  for  many  years,  and  their 
absence  will  be  missed  by  their  associates. 

Granted  leaves  of  absence  were  two  teachers,  Sophie  Boratgis  and  Helen 
Nelson,  and  Lena  Wilson,  cafeteria  assistant. 

To  the  School  Committee,  to  the  entire  school  staff,  and  to  the  many  Swamp- 
scott citizens  who  have  served  the  schools  in  various  capacities  during  the  year, 
I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  for  the  time  and  efforts 
you  have  given,  conscientiously  and  willingly,  to  the  improvement  of  education  for 
the  youth  of  Swampscott.

The  immediate  future,  with  the  alluring  possibilities  of  an  enlarged  and 
rearranged  building,  makes  it  rather  difficult  to  think  of  the  past. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  largely  routine,  a  matter  of  maintaining  the 
usual  services  as  normally  and  as  long  as  possible.  As  this  report  is  written  the  adult 
department  has  just  been  closed  to  permit  the  final  renovation  of  the  main  room. 
Patrons  responded  well  to  our  urging  that  they  take  extra  numbers  of  books  with 
the  dual  purpose  of  having  'enough  to  last'  while  the  Library  was  closed,  and  of 
lessening  the  handling  of  volumes  w^ithin  the  building.  Every  volume  must  be 
moved  at  least  twice;  some  will  have  to  be  moved  several  times  because  not  all 
the  new  stacks  can  be  put  up  until  the  basement  is  remodelled. 

The  Children's  Room  has  continued  —  and  will  do  so  —  with  a  minimum  of 
interruption.  Added  help  has  been  needed  there  at  least  three  afternoons  a  week. 
In  its  new  quarters  some  changes  in  procedures  will  be  put  into  practice,  and  a 
"reader  interest"  arrangement  will  be  tried.  It  is  on  organization  of  such  projects 
that  the  staff  will  spend  some  of  its  time  while  the  adult  department  is  closed. 

Because  it  seems  impossible  to  tell  where  the  stresses  will  come  and  to  just  what 
extent  benefits  will  accrue  from  the  rearranged  building,  the  Board  is  asking  in  1956 
for  more  help  to  be  paid  for  by  the  hour.  By  another  fall  re-evaluation  should  be 
possible,  and  a  rational  determination  reached  on  the  number  of  staff  needed,  what 
skills  they  should  have  and  how  they  may  best  be  scheduled.  A  small  staff  demands  a 
good  deal  from  each  member. 

Particular  mention  for  devotion  to  duty  in  a  year  which  has  been  easy  for 
no  one  on  the  staff,  is  due  to  our  janitor,  Angelo  Losano,  who  has  w^orked  long 
hours  and  often  under  most  trying  circumstances.  He  has  been  of  inestimable  value, 
in  planning  as  well  as  in  executing  the  many  adjustments  which  have  been  necessary. 

Gifts  of  the  past  year  which  deserve  special  mention  are:  From  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
R.  J.  Thayer,  a  group  of  seven  fra^ned  pictures  of  Swampscott,  done  by  Philip 
Arneth,  Mrs.  Thayer's  father.

The  Library  Board  is  most  appreciative  of  the  services  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee. Under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Andrew  R.  Linscott  they  have  carried  for 
nearly  two  years  the  responsibility  for  our  needed  expansion.  They  have  held 
numerous  meetings,  requiring  much  time  and  thought  to  work  out  the  not  incon- 
siderable problems.  When  it  was  found  additional  money  would  be  necessary  to 
meet  the  lowest  bid,  they  presented  it  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

As  we  begin  a  new  era  of  greater  usefulness  with  our  enlarged  facilities,  we 
again  thank  these  public-spirited  citizens. 


The  objective  of  the  local  Civil  Defense  Organization  is  to  provide  a  means 
for  utilizing  the  entire  resources  of  the  community  to  deal  with  the  effects  of  enemy 
attack,  or  with  natural  disasters  which  may  be,  or  already  are,  too  great  for  regular 
public  protective  forces  to  deal  with  unassisted.  The  local  Civil  Defense  Director 
is  appointed  by  the  local  government  as  provided  by  Section  13  of  Chapter  639, 
Acts  of  1950,  to  act  as  Disaster  Coordinator  for  the  various  Civil  Defense  services, 
(Fire,  Police,  Medical,  Radiac,  etc.)  which  utilize  all  available  resources  of  the 
Community.  The  technical  direction  of  each  service  rests  with  the  head  of  that 
service.  The  over-all  approach  to  disaster  situations  and  the  coordination  of  each 
service  with  the  others,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  CD.  Director.  It  should  be  noted 
that  when  a  state  of  emergency  is  declared  by  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  local  CD.  Director  acquires  extensive  powers  and  in  the  time  of  disasters  he 
will  direct  the  over-all  disaster  operations  within  the  municipality. 

I  have  in  my  previous  reports  stressed  the  importance  of  Civil  Defense  and 
surely  the  floods  of  this  year  and  the  hurricanes  of  1954  have  shown  the  important 
part  a  Civil  Defense  organization  can  play  during  disasters.  Civil  Defense  has 
become,  and  in  my  opinion  will  always  be,  a  vital  part  of  the  Government  of  every 
city  and  town. 

I  would  like  to  metion  briefly  what  has  developed  at  the  State  level  during  the 
last  part  of  1955. 

The  Legislature  voted  to  build  a  new  State  Civil  Defense  Control  Center, 
which  will  be  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  State  and  Federal 
funds  will  build  it  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,452,000. 

An  adequate  and  satisfactory  budget  for  Civil  Defense  was  passed  by  the 
Legislature.  Now  the  State  Agency  can  go  ahead  with  plans  for  staffing  and  equip- 
ping area  and  sector  headquarters.  Area  1  has  moved  from  Boston  to  The  Bradley 
Palmer  State  Park,  Topsfield.  Work  has  been  started  at  this  location  on  a  Civil 
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Defense  Training  Center  and  Rescue  School.  Federal  funds  will  be  alloted  to 
Massachusetts  for  the  completion  of  evacuation  plans. 

I  wish  also  to  mention  the  appointment  of  Ralph  I.  Lindsey  by  the  State 
Civil  Defense  Agency  to  the  post  of  Sector  Director  of  IF.  Mr.  Lindsey  has  been 
one  of  my  associate  directors  as  well  as  Evacuation  Officer  and  it  was  mainly  through 
his  efforts  that  we  were  able  to  complete  our  evacuation  plans.  As  Sector  Director 
he  will  be  in  charge  of  all  Civil  Defense  personnel  in  the  fourteen  cities  and  towns 
that  comprise  IF.  It  is  good  to  know  that  we  have  a  man  like  Ralph  Lindsey  in 
this  important  position  in  our  Civil  Defense. 

In  closing  I  want  to  assure  the  residents  of  Swampscott  that  we  in  Civil  Defense 
will  continue  to  do  everything  we  can  to  build  up  our  organization  to  the  point 
where  all  services  stand  ready  to  meet  any  emergency.  However,  we  can  only  reach 
that  point  if  we  have  the  support  and  interest  of  all  and  a  firm  belief  that  Civil 
Defense  is  everyone's  job.
